Utilizing the AAA's materials 
and services program, farmers of 
Comanche County last year con­ 
s'rutted 1,261.045 linear feet of 
terraces on 197 farms; contour 
listed and tilled 51,297 acres on 
1 093 farnis. seeded 6.657 acres 
on 800 farms to green manure 
crops, ami constructed 429 water - 
tanks on 382 farms Assistance 
these projects obtained from 
AAA was furnished without 
outlay of cash. Costs were de­ 
led from payments earned by 
rOtters under the program.

The board, together with sub­ 
co m m itte e s working undei its du - 
ection, liandled 1,590 applications 
for items of rationed farm m ach­ 
inery and issued purchase certi­ 
ficates for 1,530 items. It also ap­ 
proved applications for 208 new 
electric connections, issued certi­ 
ficates to 109 producers for pur­ 
chase of copper wire, approved 
aplications for 15 roducers to be- 
gin new tarrn ccustiuctwii, suici 
issued 132 livestock dealer and 
slaughter permits.

Poultry and Egg Market 


We ha>e had several poultry men ask us lately what we thought 
about the future poultry and egg market this fall, in each case we ha\e 
hesitated to make any predictions. We ha\e though said what we here 
on our own farm intend to do. 


We now feel that we will “go out on a limb” and make a few pre­ 
dictions. 
I nderstand we could he wrong, hut these are the thinirs we 
look for. 


I 
\n aduni shortage of eggs thi- fall. With prices as high or higher 
than at any time in 1943. We agree with Wr. J. Walter Hammond, 
president ot 'lexas I irm liureau Federatkm, that thè shortage may 
he so severe that eggs may have to he rationed. This is entirely 
possi hle. 


I hat poultry feeds will he much more plentiful than all lad year. 
We cali not say that it will he any lower in price, hut we do not think 
it will he any higher« 


We think that before May 
broilers. This will he too 
of broiler" however. 


1 the (hi*.A. will raise the ceiling price on 
late to help prevent the coming shortage 


f. 
M the present movement of poultry to market continues for ten days, 
th»* price on hens will drop to a discouraging level and and egg prices 
will rise very quickly. 


5. 
We believe the price of turkeys will he about the same as last vear. 
However we will not be surprised if the price is a little below that 
of last fall. 


We feel that to sell a good layer now is a mistake. We do think 
that you should cull and sell any bird that is not a good bird to save feed. 


We also think that it is a mistake to discontinue feeding egg mash, 
and feed only grain. 
I hi.s not only will knock egg production, it will 
ruin a good many good layers, Grain builds body weight, and you will 
find that it will take a long time to bring a bird like that back into 
product ion. 


If you think it advisable you may force moult vour flock now, 
while eggs are down in price. Do this bv taking them off mash for not 
more than a week or ten days. Hut then you sh o u ld cut the grain con­ 
sumption down very low and feed them all the mash they will eat in order 
to get them over the moult and back into production. 
Rember a flock 
that does not lay will make no prolit even when egg prices are high. 


Because of the number of chicks being sold all over the country, 
we know there will be a great reduction in the number of pullets on the 
farm* this fall. It is on this knowledge that we base these predictions. 
Remember the Government has asked that we produce I 
more eggs 
in I ' l l than last year. We honestly think this is u goo»! time to start 
a flock of pullets. If you have not started any as yet, come by the hatch­ 
ery and book your order now. We have only a very few chicks left to 
sell this season.
